On 
the other hand, its non-obser- 
vance meant for these pioneers 
a serious deviation from the 
laws prescribed in the Torah. 
Moreover, there was a grave 
Halakhic issue involved: for 
how can one either ignore of 
“permit” that which religious 
law expressly prohibits, even 
if it appears imperative — or 
more correctly, unavoidable—- 
to do so” 


Release and Jubilee Years 


Thus from the Shemittah- 
year 56498 (1888) to this day, 
the problem of Shemiftah re- 
mained acute and a subject 
for heated discussion. Solu- 
tions were offered by some 
renowned Rabbis, and rejec:- 
ed by others: and, on the 
authority of the Chief Rab- 
binate, a form of “Hetter” 
(legal dispensation or permis- 
sion) was eventually introcuc- 
ed which has since then un- 
dergone many fundamental 
changes. 

The subject should also be 
of interest from a general 
point of view. With the estab. 
lishment of the Jewish State. 
many Halakhic questions arose, 
im connection with Sab- 
beth observance, such as in 
certain vital industries and 
communications to which, ap- 
parently, no solution could be 
found. Thus it might appear 
ty some that the Torah is not 
adaptable to the conditions 
and needs of life in our gener- 
ation, that it had im fact 
ceased to be a way of iife. 

The Torah prohibits the 
ploughing and sowing during 
the Seventh Year, but it does 
permit to take whatever may 
be needed for immediate con- 
sumption. Other types of agri- 
cultural work, according ‘to 
most opinions, are prohibi-ed 
only by Rabbinic lew. Regard-

Rabbinate executed the form2] 
sale of the land, and issued 
detailed instructions to far- 
mers. While they permitted 
some minor forms of agricul- 
tural work to be carried out 
by Jews themselves. the main 
activities, especially ploughing 
and sowing were to be done 
only by non-Jews. This pro- 
duced no particular difficulty 
in the older type of Mosha- 
wah, where Arab labour was 
in any case employed on estates 
and im orange groves. in 
kibbutzim and workers’ villa- 
ges, which were quite indiffe- 
rem. to religious law. this 
provision was completely 
ignored. The Rabbinate on its 
part was satisfied with the 
formal sale of land. and did 
not enquire too closely, how 
far the prohibition of Jewish 
labour in the main branches 
of agriculture was upheld.

Fuller Observance 


Since then, discussion of the 
Shemittah problem has by no 
means abated. Ways were still 
sought to make possible a 
fuller observance of the Mitz- 
vah in its proper form. The 
kibbutz Hafetz Haim of Poale 
Agudat Israel, which during 
the last Shemiftteh did not 
make use of the official 
“Hetter” but actually stopped 
all agricultural work for one 
year, relying on the help of a 
special Shemiftah-fund raised 
abroad, is preparing once 
again to observe the forthcom- 
ing Shemitteh in the same 
way. Interesting experiments 
were carried out there, of 
growing vegetables without 
soil in water containing che- 
micals, which would be per- 
mitted also during the Seventh 
Year. But it is pointed out 
rightly that such experiments 
cannot possibiy lead to a solu- 
thon on a country-wide scaic 
Nor can one realistically con- 
sider the potsibility of stop- 
ping all agricultural production 
for an entire year and relying 
on a ShemitteAk-fund to feed

If there is 
such a thing as Western Civi- 
lization if we see nations and 
institutions founded on the 
Rule of Law and the rights of 
man, that ie thanks to Chr's- 
tianity, or i you prefer it, 
thanks to the propagation of 
Judaism in this general sense. 

But if the meaning of Ju- 
daism is this general sense and 
nothing more, we must not be 
surprised if our young people 
become assimilated. Judsiua, 
if regarded as a religion mere- 
ly for the Individual, is not 
sufficiently different from 
Christianity to compel young 
people to go to the trouble and 
inconvenience of distinguish- 
ing themeelves from their 
Christian friends. In this res- 
pect, Progressive Judaism is 
worse placed than Orthodoxy, 
for what distinguishing marks 
has it to offer?

Now, if we are shocked at 
thig conclusion, which many of 
our young people quit: logica)l- 
ly arrive at, is it not that we 
have at the back of our minds 
quite a different sense of the 
word Judaism? A Judaism 
which ls perhaps narrower, but 
which makes greater demands; 
which is not content with in- 
dividual beliefs, but claims to

inly by constantly 
themselves, at least three times 
a day. that Galut is Galut, an 
unnatural state, and that «6 
fully Jewish life can be lived 
in one place only, in Israel. I 
do not say that Galut was 
forced on us; no dowbt Dr. 
Baeck is right in pointing out 
that it had its origin in colo- 
nization, long before the de- 
struction of the Temple.

As long a8 a low 
standard of life is saccom- 
panied by low demands and by 
lack of skills, poverty reigns 
upsetting «a tradi- 
albeit precarious. ba- 
lance. In Israel however this 
equilibrium is upset from the 
moment an immigrant arrives. 
The nation is pledged to pro- 
vide social services without 
regard as to whether large 
sections of the community can 
contribute their share in pro- 
duction. Children must be 
sent to school, the sick cared 
for, public services must ex- 
pand with the growth of the 
population. 

Thus the problem of im 
creasing output, looked upon 
a year ago as an issue of Te 
equipment and organization, 
has acquired another aspect. 
Lack of skill has become the 
main threat in agriculture. in- 
dustry and the professions. A 
year ago, we still beileved 
that everything would be all 
right if we had enough dol- 
lars. Today we have learned 
that, while unrestricted funds 
would enable us to feed the 
population, to buy raw mate- 
rials and equipment, they 
would not free us from the 
task of planning development 
to cover our basic peeds by 
local production and to train 
people to do a job according 
to Western standards. 

Tasks Aheed 

Despite four-year-plans for 
new towns. villages and roads, 
developments have been 
brought home forcibly by the 
present food shortage. In in- 
dustry, too, progress has been 
unsatisfactory. In faw ma- 
terials, communications, the 
supply of skilled manpower, 
bottlenecks become more fre- 
quent. 

These can be overcome only 
if we succeed in making the 
most of our money, especially 
foreign currency. The public 
has been kept in the dark 
about our resources. There is 
not enough hard currency to 
satisfy all needs and a ays 
tem of priorities must be 
worked out and periodically 
revised, so that first needs 
come first. The bottleneck in 
skills must be overcome by 
training schemes on a wide 
scale. The present pelicy of 
over-employment must be mo- 
dified if working morale is not 
to deteriorate.
